County Air Raid Alarm Test Pronounced 
“Ve r y Successful'' By Defense Chairman 


Adams county’s first air raid alarm 
test was executed by its staff of 
1,100 defense workers in 33 com­ 
m unities in such a ‘‘splendid m an­ 
ner” as to be termed today by Judge 
W. C. Sheely, county defense coun­ 
cil chairm an, as “very successiul.” 
The only flaw occurred In one sec­ 
tion of the county where there* was 
a slight confusion in the com muni­ 
cations but even there local coun­ 
cils corrected the situation satis­ 
factorily, Judge Sheely said after re­ 
ceiving reports from every section of 
the county on the m anner in which 
the Sunday afternoon test was car­ 
ried out.

JAPS ACTIVE IN

London, April 13 (AP)—At least 
three Japanese battleships, five air­ 
craft carriers, a number of light 
and 
heavy 
cruisers

flotillas of destroyers are operating 
in the Bay of Bengal, an official 
British spokesman declared today. 
Presence of these large Japanese 
Naval forces athw art the vital Allied 
lines of communication between In ­ 
dia and Australia was disclosed by 
the spokesman in a statem ent on 
the loss of the British cruisers Dor­ 
setshire and Cornwall and the a ir­ 
craft carrier Hermes, announced last 
week.

It is quite impossible, the spokes­ 
man said, to afford continuous air 
protection by shore-based or carrier- 
borne aircraft to all British ships 
at sea.
